Carter mulls one-shot tax rebate to spur economy 


PLAINS, Ga. (AP) — President-elect Carter, talking 
for the first time about possibile early action on a perma­ 
nent tax cut, m et today with key congressional 
Democrats to see if they might favor a one-shot tax 
rebate to strengthen the economy. 


Twelve leaders of the Democratic majority flew here to 
confer with Carter and his economic team in an effort to 
hammer out a joint program to stimulate an economy 
that Carter and his advisers feel is far from robust. 


House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill said he expects the 
Carter program “very definitely” will be approved by 
Congress. 
“ We are determined to accept the challenge to get this 
country going again,” O’Neill said after embarking from 


an Air Force jet that arrived at the Albany. Ga.. airport 
more than 90 minutes behind schedule because of heavy 
snow in Washington. 
Senate Democratic Leader Robert Byrd told reporters 
he favors a tax cut rather than a one-shot rebate 
Bvrd said the heavy emphasis should be on creating 
jobs Asked if $5 billion to 16 billion would be enough for 
employment programs, he replied, “ I think that s too 
low.” 
The President-elect met with his economic aides Thurs­ 
day and later said he hoped he could disclose at least the 
broad outlines of an economic program “ if we can reach a 
com patible understanding" with the congressional 
delegation. 
Carter said options under discussion Thursday included 


“ a permanent tax reduction, which would be compatible 
with long range reforms, plus the possibility of a tem­ 
porary tax stimulus as well." 
He did not elaborate on the nature of the temporary 
stimulus, beyond saying it . would only be for one year.’’ 
But it was learned that Carter had voiced a preference 
for a tax rebate that would quickly give taxpayers money 
to pump into the economy instead of a reduction in in­ 
come tax withholding rates that would be felt slowly over 
the entire year 
Carter previously spoke of permanent tax cuts as part 
of an over-all tax reform that might take months to 
prepare, but Thursday he said: 
"1 think it would take at least until next fall to work out 
a perfect tax reform package, but if there are some small 


elements that are obviously going to be part of an over-all 
package, they might very well be included at this early 
stage.” 
Carter conceded that his own economic teaita was not in 
agreement after Thursday’s three-hour meeting. He said 
no effort was made to resolve differences until the con­ 
gressional leaders arrived. “We want to have their input 
on an equal basis with our own,” he said. 
He said a program to cut unemployment will remain 
the priority item in his economic package, adding, 
“ whatever we can’t do with the jobs program, we’ll make 
up the differences with the tax program .” 
Carter repeatedly emphasized he had reached no final 
decisions and had put no price tag on the amount of 
stimulation he will urge. 
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McVittie predicts first veto override 
Brown 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r .’s 
promise Thursday to veto death 
penalty bills today brought a predic­ 
tion from a valley assemblyman that 
the Brown Administration will suffer 
its first veto override if the promise 
is kept. 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie, D- 
65th Dist., Upland, made the predic­ 
tion. “Governor Brown ended his 
‘State of the State’ message with a 
real shocker, flatly stating that he 
will return unsigned any capital 
punishment legislation that reaches 
his desk. 
“ I’m sorry the Governor has 
placed himself in such an inflexible 


position, one that is contrary to the 
wishes of the people of my district, 
and throughout California,” said Mc­ 
Vittie 
Brown said that while he “ respects 
the judgment of the people” who ap­ 
proved capital punishment by a 2~\ 
margin in a 1972 initiative “ for me. it 
is a m atter of conscience.’’ 
Opponents of capital punishment 
praised his “courage”and said today 
they were hopeful they could find the 
one-third plus one vote needed in 
either the Senate or Assembly to sus­ 
tain a veto. 
“ I thoroughly disagree with Gover­ 
nor Brown’s comments on the death 


penalty though I respect the con­ 
cerns of his conscience,” said As­ 
semblyman Bill Lancaster, R62nd 
Dist., 
“ I feel it is mandatory that the 
state pass a death penalty statute in

bles and frustrates" Californians. 
San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson, 
another contender for the GOP 
nomination, said Brown is subjecting 
the public “ to tremendous expense 
and effort.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia has been selected by the 
federal Energy R esearch and 
Development Administration as the 
site for an experimental solar power 
plant. 
The project is to be built on a 130- 
acre site near Bars tow provided by 
Southern California Edison and is ex­ 
pected to be in operation by 1980 or 
1961 


The plant will be run by Edison, 
ihe Los Angeles D epartm ent of 
Water and Power and the California 
Energy Reaoures, Conaervatio and 
Development Commission. 
Mayor Tom Bradley said he was 
“ pleased” and “ proud" the Los 
Angeles public and private utilities 
were selected to be pioneers in the 
field 
The power plant will consist of 
tower-mounted boiler surrounded by 
m irrors 
The m irrors will con 
central« the sun s rays and reflect 
them onto a receiver-boiler 
Inside the receiver-boiler. the 
superheated rays will be absorbed a 
volatile liquid such as propane, 
which will be used to turn water into 
steam and spin turbines, creating 
electrical energy 
The plant is designed to produce 10 
megawatts of power, enough for a 
city of 10.000 persons 
Total cost is expected to exceed 
$100 million.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
Brown administration has relented 
on three highway projects which 
may mark a melting in its cold war 
with the state Highway Commission. 
Adriana Gianturco, Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr.’s transportation director, 
told reporters in her office Thursday 
night that she had decided to: 
—Provide $12 million in the 1977-78 
budget for construction of a 10-mile, 
four-lane freeway connecting Sun 
City with Interstate 15 near Murrieta 
Hot Springs. This project had not 
been in the department’s six-year 
construction plan. 


—Resume environmental impact 
report work on the Route 101 
freew ay gap closure between 
Morgan Hill and San Jose, an area 
known as “blood alley 
because of 
numerous traffic fatalities. 


—Begin work on the Simi Valley 
Freeway next fiscal year, one year 
earlier than had been planned, to 
close a five-mile gap and complete 
the six-lane freeway at a cost of 
about $35 million. 


Ms. Gianturco spoke to reporters 
after m eeting with Assembly 
Speaker Leo McCarthy, D-San Fran­ 


cisco; Senate President pro tern 
James Mills, D-San Diego, and the 
chairmen of their house's transpor­ 
tation committees. Sen. Robert 
Presley and Assemblyman Walter 
Ingalls, both Democrats from River­ 
side 
She denied that the decisions were 
made under political pressure. 
The highway commission and the 
Brown administration have been 
feuding over amounts that should be 
spent on highways vs. the ad­ 
ministration's philosophy of less 
reliance on the automobile. 
Ms. Gianturco said that she had 


told the commission last October 
that she would consider the commis­ 
sion's request for $54 million in ad­ 
ditional highway work. 
A mild winter that has cut 
m aintenance costs, and unex­ 
pectedly low competitive bids for 
som e p r o je c ts m ade m oney 
available.

“The notion that’s been created 
that we re adamant, engraved in 
stone, is not true,” she said.

A hearing next week on two bills to 
suspend the law was set following an 
Assembly vote Thursday to waive 
the rule requiring a 30-day wait after 
a bill is introduced. 


The Assembly acted after the 
legislative counsel said the state 
eventually would have to pay the cost 
of insurance coverage for about 
50.000 of the 70.000 old and disabled 
recipients of the homemaker chore 
program whose workers are not 
covered by their employers. 


A Health Department official, 
Robert Hernandez, said that could 
cost $9 million a year. 


The law took effect Jan. 1, and its 
im pact on homemaker chores 
program, initiated in 1974-75, was not 
even considered as the bill won ap­ 
proval last year.

Carter budget $30 billion over Ford's? 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - Pres­ 
ident-elect Carter may recommend 
increasing 1978 federal spending by 
as much as $30 billion above what 
President Ford will propose in his 
linai budget, sources say. 


The exact amount will depend on 
what figure Ford presents in the 
budget he will submit to Congress on 
Jan 17 for the fiscal year beginning 
Oct. 1. 
Carter, who takes office three days 
later, plans to send proposed changes 
in Ford s budget to Congress in mid- 
February. and his advisers say they 
are worried that Ford will submit an 
unrealistically low budget that will 


force Carter to increase it. This 
could cause an adverse public reac­ 
tion to Carter's proposals, they 
believe. 
it will pose a big problem for 
Carter to have to come in with a 
budget a good deal higher than the 
Ford budget,” one adviser said 
Thursday. 
He estim ated that 
Carter’s additions to the Ford budget 
could range from $20 billion to $30 
billion. 
Paul O’Neill, deputy director of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, said Ford’s budget is ‘‘a 
good budget” that “ focuses not just 
on where we are in the near term, 
but where the trend takes us over 


time.” But he said if Carter and his 
advisers want to change the Ford 
budget, “ I don't think they’ll have 
difficulty 
An OMB spokesman said Ford's 
final budget “ in some ways is his last 
will and testament of where he 
thinks the country should go.” 
Meanwhile. Carter was meeting 
today in Georgia with key congres­ 
sional Democrats for discussion of 
ways in which the new administra­ 
tion can stimulate the economy. 
Carter said Thursday that an income 
tax rebate and permanent tax cuts 
are being considered. 
As for the budget, Carter already 
has decided he probably must 


propose increasing the deficit for 
fiscal 1977 to an alltime record high 
of around $70 billion to $75 billion. 


Since Carter does not want to be 
labelled a big-spender, increasing 
the 1977 deficit and upgrading Ford’s 
1978 budget would be bitter pills to 
swallow, aides say. But they say he 
reallv has no choice. 


between the congressional majority 
and the Carter administration ” He 
indicated Ford’s proposals will play 
a much lesser role. 


Meanwhile. David M. Rowe, an 
economist with the Congressional 
Budget Office, said Carter’s efforts 
to work with Congress on his budget 
plan 
should head off any difficulty 
in getting his proposals approved. 
He said the final budget “ is going 
to be prim arily a compromise 


Rowe said it wouldn’t surprise him 
to see Ford’s 1978 budget in the area 
of $42« billion to $458 bilUon. The 
current 1977 budget provides for 
spending of $413 billion. 


The Ford administration’s own 
projection of a 1978 budget without 
any changes in federal programs is 
about $450 billion 
Rowe said a 
budget providing substantially less 
during the current period of high 
unemployment and low economic 
output would be unrealistic 


The Ford projections also show 
that with total spending of $450 
billion in 1978, the federal deficit 
could be near $50 bilUon. 
The deficit for fiscal 1977 offi­ 
cially is set at $51 billion, but con­ 
gressional budget experts say it 
probably would be closer to $80 
billion, even without the $13 billion 
program of tax cuts and jobs- 
spending Carter is considering. 
If Carter decides on a $15 billion 
economic stimulation program, and 
Congress approves, it could push the 
deficit for fiscal 1977 to $70 billion or 
$75 billion That would eclipse the 
record deficit of $88 billion set in 
fiscal 1976

President Richard M Nixon s close 
friend, Charles G “ Bebe 
Rebozo, 
has settled a dispute with the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Sevice by agreeing to 
pav federal income taxes totaling 
$52,474 plus interest for 1970 and 
1971, court records show 
The records filed with the U.S. Tax 
< ourt show the IRS claimed that 
Rebozo, a banker from Key 
Biscayne, Fla , received taxable in­ 
come of $222.334 during those two 
years, but reported only $62.722 on 
his returns. 
The $52.474 in back taxes that 
Rebozo agreed to pay last month 
t »^presented about 60 per cent of the 
*86.313 the IRS contended that he 
owed He already had paid $31.673 in 


taxes for 1970 and 1971 


The IRS said that in 1970 Rebozo’s 
taxable income should have been in­ 
creased $42,603 because he received 
income of $11,841 from Centro 
Cubano Partnership but had reported 
a $30,762 loss from the partnership on 
his tax returns. 


The IR S said his 1970 income 
should have been raised another 
$42.977. while his 1971 income should 
have been decreased $17,250, 
because he did not properly report 
long-and short-term capital gains. 
Also, the IRS said Rebozo un­ 
derreported his taxable income by 
$18.999 in 1971 by taking a $24.564 loss 
from farming when the actual loss 
was $5,565 


KINGSTON. Jam aica (AP) - 
Police are hunting four gunmen who 
broke into the home of Lady Sarah 
Spencer-Churchill. assaulted the 55- 
year-old Vanderbilt heiress and shot 
two people during a robbery ramp­ 
age in a wealthy Montego Bay sub­ 
urb. 
The London Daily Mail said Lady 
Sarah, a distant cousin of the late Sir 
Winston Churchill and a sister of the 
present Duke of Marlborough, 
reported in a telephone interview 
that one of the gunmen “ picked me 
up and slung me over his shoulder 
and took me down to the maid’s 
room and assaulted me. There was 
nothing I could do. He held a knife to 
my throat, and if I had struggled he 
would have killed me 
Police said the woman managed to 
struggle free from her attacker, then 
fled the house in her nightgown and 
hid in the shrubbery until the police 
arrived 
A house guest shot by the in­ 
truders, Michael Zell. 33, an interior 
decorator bom in Hungary, was 
reported in serious condition 
The attack occurred early Thurs­ 
day morning in the Long Hill section 
of Reading, where about 1.000 
wealthy foreigners have winter 
homes. Lady Sarah told the Daily 
Mail the gang demanded money and 
drugs and were “ obviously out of 
their minds on ganja,” Jamaican 
slang for marijuana She said they 
left the house "a wreck.” 
The gunmen also shot their way 
into the home of a neighbor, Dr 
Herbert Eldemire. a former govern 
ment offiiial who barricaded himself 
in a bedroom, police said. They 
terrorized him into throwing $70 out 
of a window to them but were unable 
to break into the bedroom. 
The gang shot a man who saw 
them leave Eldemire s house', but he 
managed to alert authorities, the 
police said 
Lady Sarah told the M ail she 
blamed Prim e Minister Michael 
Manley for violence on the island 
"It is as a result of what he has 
done that there are wild dangerous 
people like this in Jamaica today,” 
she said. “ I cannot live here now I 
am leaving ” 
Manley, who says he follows a 
policy of democratic socialism, won 
a second five-year term last month 
after a year of politically motivated 
violence and the bloodiest campaign 
in the island's history.

The district attorney’s office says 
it is powerless to prevent the 
hospital from letting the woman go 
because she was acquitted — on 
grounds of insanity 
Winifred Ransom, 38. who ad­ 
mitted at her trial that she shot and 
bludgeoned the woman and removed 
the baby with a butcher knife, is no 
longer insane, doctors at Byberry 
State Hospital said 
Margaret Sweeney. 26, the woman 
Mrs. Ransom admitted killing, was 
eight months pregnant at the time of 
the incident in November 1974 Her 
infant, a girl, survived and is being 
raised by relatives. Mrs Sweeney 
and her husband were estranged 
Mrs. Ransom was acquitted in 
July 1975 Psychiatrists testified at 
her trial that she was driven by a 
psychotic delusion caused by her in­ 
ability to bear children. 
Common Pleas Court Judge 


Juanita Kidd Stout committed Mrs 
Ransom to By berry 
Last month. Judge Stout received 
letters from Dr Albert Soloman and 
Dr 
Juan Villazon of Bvberry, 
recommending that Mrs Ransom be 
released The doctors said that Mrs, 
Ransom remains “ schizophrenic 
but no longer requires in-patient 
treatment. 
“ If you discharge her,” Judge 
Stout wrote in reply, “ she is your 
responsibility and not mine. 1 really 
cannot understand how, in all cir­ 
cumstances of this case, you can 
recommend discharging Mrs Ran 
som to go out into the community 
and resume normal life 
The request for release was the 
third from the hospital Five months 
after Mrs Ransom was committed, 
doctors asked that she be released 
for the Christmas holidays in 1975 
because her condition had Improved 
considerably, according to court 
records. 
But she had not been declared 
sane, and both the judge and th«> 
Philadelphia district attorney denied 
the request. 


Two months later, Dr 
George 
Buck wrote that the woman was “ in 
good condition” and should be 
transferred to an out-patient facility. 
The district attorney’s office also 
denied that request and wrote that 
1 due to the horrendous nature of the 
offense ... this office seriously ques­ 
tions the advisability of such a 
recommendation by hospital of­ 
ficials at this early date ” 
Joseph M urray, chief of the 
homicide unit of the district at­ 
torney's office, said Thursday that 
although he was personally 
“ outraged” by the present situation, 
the district attorney's office had no 
power to prevent Mrs. Ransom s 
release or to further prosecute her 
since she has been acquitted of the 
murder charge.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — A judge s 
pending ruling will force California 
state agencies to stop hiring or 
promoting because of race or sex. 
The lawyer who filed the suit for 
the California Correctional Officers 
Association called it Thursday the 
biggest reverse discrimination judg­ 
ment in the nation. 
San Francisco County Superior 
Court Judge Byron Arnold an­ 


nounced Wednesday he intends to 
ban such minority hiring practices 
throughout state government, not 
just the Department of Corrections 
Officials in the attorney general's 
office and the Department of Correc­ 
tions said the ruling, when it is made 
final, will be appealed

Negotiations between teachers and school board 
representatives in the Hacienda-La Puente Unified School 
District are set to resume Saturday after a lengthy holi­ 
day recess. 
The school board’s representatives are expected to pre­ 
sent at the session a counter proposal to the teachers’ 
proposals presented Dec. 20. 
Negotiations on the collective bargaining agreement 
began six months ago. and an impasse was declared last 
September when teachers and administrators couldn’t 
reach an agreement. 
A mediator was later appointed and tentative agroe- 
ment on a contract was reached But that agreement was 


rejected last October by the teachers. 
Negotiations since have been at a standstill. No changes 
have been agreed upon to the tentative contract that in­ 
cluded a 5.3 per cent salary increase, service recognition 
bonuses and a fringe benefit increase of $197 annually. 
Main issues blocking agreement include grievance 
procedures, duties, working conditions, management 
rights, teacher association rights, strikes and work stop­ 
pages. 
A new mediator, Douglas H Thompson, was appointed 
by the state to help find a possible solution to the dispute 
The Hacienda-La Puente Teachers Association (HLP- 
TA) has also appointed a new negotiating team and con­ 
sultant from the California Teachers Association to help 
represent the teachers

he believes progress is being made. 


If negotiations again reach an impasse, the m ediator 
mav request fact finding If either party should agree. the 
Educational Employment Relations Board (E E R B t .the 
body that oversees negotiations under California s ne 
collective bargaining law for school employes, would ap­ 
point a fact-finding panel. 


Recommendations made by a fact-finding panel are not 
binding to either side in a contract dispute but would give 
impetus to a solution, most administrators and teacher 
representatives believe.

Autopsy scheduled 
on a Pomona man 


Bonita school teachers 
walk out as a protest

Teachers in the Bonita school • 
district walked off the job today 
to protest what they claim is “a 
lack of good faith bargaining" on 
the part of school administrators 
in current contract talks. 
District Supt.. James Johnson 
estimated that 150 of the dis­ 
trict’s 300 teachers were in­ 
volved in the strike. This in­ 
volves all of the district’s 12 
schools. 
The striking teachers were 
replaced in classrooms by ad­ 
m inistrators. substitutes and 
such certificated personnel as 
p s y c h o lo g is ts , n u r ses and 
counselors not normally assigned 
to teaching duties. 
“We are in good shape in the 
elem en ta ry 
s c h o o ls.” 
said 
Johnson. “There is more of a 


problem at the secondary level 
where the absenteeism rate is 
higher." he added 
Students were greeted with 
picket signs as they came to 
school that em phasized the 
teachers displeasure with the ad­ 
ministration over negotiations 
for a new contract that nave been 
taking place since July of 1976. 
“We took this action because 
because the administration has 
refused to bargain in good faith," 
said Robert Shears, president of 
the Bonita Unified Teachers As­ 
sociation (BUTA) Which repre­ 
sents the district*s teachers. 
“ T hese issu e s have been 
dragging on and on for months 
and we think it’s about time to 
have a contract settled, he said. 
A l t h o u g h 
c o n s i d e r a b l e 
progress has been made in re­ 
cent days in negotiations, both 


teachers 
and 
administrators 
agree that they are still a long 
way off from a settlement. 
Still at Issue is salaries, fringe 
benefits, class size, transfer 
policy, hiring policy for summer 
school and traditional teacher 
policies. 
The strike came as a surprise 
to 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r s , 
who 
nevertheless had substitutes and 
district personnel lined up to fill 
the void in classrooms. 
“ Classes are continuing as 
scheduled.” said Bonita School 
Superintendant James Johnson 
“Parents can rest assured that 
the education of their children 
will continue despite the strike. 
Commenting on the teachers 
decision. Johnson said. “1 think 
this type of thing is counter­ 
productive. 
Both side have 
agreed that the unresolved issues 


will go to a factfinding board for 
resolution. I don’t know what the 
teachers feel they have to gain 
by striking. It only works to the 
detriment of themselves, the stu­ 
dents and the community " 
The next step in negotiations 
will be to establish a fact-finding 
panel, to be appointed by the 
Educational Employment Rela­ 
tions Board. 
In fact-finding, the unresolved 
contract issues will be examined 
by the impartial members. They 
will make a settlement based on 
the facts in the dispute, how 
much money the district has to 
spend, the cost of living. 
The panel’s recommendation, 
however, is not binding to either 
side If settlement is not reached 
in fact-finding, it is believed the 
threat of a more extensive strike 
by teachers looms. 
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Park Avenue continuation 
school may open next fall

If all goes smoothly, Pomona’s 
Park Avenue Continuation High 
School should open at its new site at 
1540 W Second St. next fall 
This projection followed action by 
the Pomona school board which ap­ 
proved plans for the remodeling of 
the former gas company buildings at 
that location 
On a 3-2 votxevote. the board ap­ 
proved the plans by the Pomona 
architectural firm of Cashion-Horic 
which will provide for housing the 
district’s adult education program 
on the continuation high school 
campus 
Plans call for the two programs, 
the continuation high school and 
adult education, to be completely 
segregated from one another 
The matter had created a stir at 
the board's last regular meeting in 
December when some members 
declared that the board had never 
granted permission for the staff to 
develop plans for housing both 
programs in the same facility 
At this week’s meeting, staff 
members presented the board with 
excerpts from minutes of the 
meeting of Sept. 21 in which the 
board had granted its approval 
Projected costs for the project are 
estimated at $349.902. Architect 
Mark Horie told the board that final 
plans must be submitted before the 
end of the month to the state and will 


require a month or so to win state ap­ 
proval Following that, the project 
can go to bid 
Dissenting in the 3-2 vote were 
trustees Ken Pine aod Eugene 
Whitlock, both of whom expressed 
their concern over housing adult 
education with the continuation high 
school 
Pine was the more outspoken sav­ 
ing. 
The majority, and by that 1 
mean about 90 per cent, ot the kids at 
Park Avenue High School border on 
some sort of criminal element.’’ 
Pine said he had received numerous 
and continuous complaints from 
businessmen in the vicinity of the 
present continuation high school 
location about trouble from students 
of the school. 
He stressed that he was in favor of 
a new campus for the school saying. 
"I’m 100 per cent in favor of giving 
these kids every educational oppor­ 
tunity we can give them 
• But when I say these kids border 
on the criminal element, that s call­ 
ing it like it Is.’’ 
Pine said his only objection to the 
new campus was in the intermingl­ 
ing of adult education and continua­ 


tion high school students 
Kenneth Noonan, the district s 
acting director of secondary educa­ 
tion. assured the board that no inter­ 
mingling of students from the two 
schools would occur. Noonan told 
trustees that seperate classrooms, 
restrooms and parking facilities for 
the two schools would be provided 
Noonan stress« *d the point that only 
shop facilities would he used bv both 
groups but that those would be 
scheduled at seperate times. 
Whitlock objected to the proposal 
saying, “I would vote for it if more 
time were given to problems of traf­ 
fic flow and security " Fellow 
trustees suggested Whitlock take up 
his concerns in these areas with the 
architects and staff and that they be 
brought back to the board for ad- 
ditonal consideration. 
Trustee C 
Allen Braswell, who 
supported the plan. said. “ P«‘rsonal- 
ly I’m quite comfortable with inter­ 
mingling the two facilities and I’m 
comfortable with the students from 
Park Avenue High School. Any inter­ 
mingling which might occur between 
th«* adults and the kids might be 
positive ’’

Valley water and agriculture 
authorities have a great deal ot 
“good" to say about the storms 
which during 
the past week have 
brought more than two inches of 
precipitation 
"It is helping us conserve our 
domestic water supply,” said James 
Lundie, acting manager of the 
Pomona Water Department. 
"Before the storms, we were fur­ 
nishing 21 million gallons of water a 
day to «>ur customers Since the rain, 
that has cut back to 16 million 
gallons a day. 
“ It helps conserve our un­ 
derground water basin, and the 
streams flowing from the canyons 
are spreading to the basins to 
recharge the underground for future 
extraction from wells.” 
“51«) far. we’re really pleased with 
the rain," said Richard Campana, 
assistant commissioner of the San 
Bernardino County Agriculture 
Department. 
“ It looks like this rain will puir the 
dry-land farmers through with a 
grain crop this spring 
"They went ahead and planted 
To«)k a chance. Now it has paid off.’’ 
Campana said the rain also is good 
lor the citrus “It leaches the salt out 
of the soil and It helps size the fruit 
that is forming ” 
The one thing they hope does not 
happen, he added, is that winds come 
up and carry the cold mountain air 
down into the groves and cause frost 
damage 
Theo Knwak, assistant g«*neral 
m anager of the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District, said it ap­ 
peared to him that most of the 
moisture was being absorbed into the 
ground and is not just runoff But. he 
added, ' One storm does not a big im­ 
provement make If we get really 
good, steady rains through the 
season, that would help "

How does this headline affect your perception of 
people around you? How does it color your imagina­ 
tion of the future? And what is the long-term effect 
of a relentless bombardment of news which 
frightens, demoralizes and alienates a community 


Recent findings by two psychological researchers 
suggest that we may be locked into a destructive 
feedback loop in which the reportage of negative • 
news in itself destroys the social bonds which hold 
us together. 
The findings raise enormously difficult questions 
both for news editors and, more important for a 
public which values information as a vital element 
of Its freedom 
A recent article in "Science News described an 
experiment in which New York City psychology stu­ 
dents intentionally dropped their wallets in public 
places. Within a few days, 45 per cent of the wallets 
were returned 
However, just as the experimenters were about 
to confirm their findings, they got some bad news

Apparently the news of the assassination had 
damaged those facial bonds which had caused peo­ 
ple to return the lost wallets. 
Following this*clue, the researchers. Stephen M. 
Holloway and Harvey A Hornstein of Columbia 
University Teachers College set up an experiment 
in which two groups of subjects listened to a music 
program which was interrupted by fake news 
bulletins. 
One of the news shorts reported that a clergyman 
had donated a kidney to save a dying man s life. The 
other reported that a clergyman had strangled a 72 
year-old sculptress who was beloved by 
neighborhood children for her statues of Winnie the 
Pooh. 
^ 
Those students who heard the good news had 
significantly higher opinions of their fellows than 
did those who had heard the bad news 
The fake news ploy was then used with other 
groups of subjects who were put into situations 
where they could either compete or cooperate with 
a stranger. 
Those who had heard the good news were more 
likely to cooperate, while the others were more 
competitive 
The researchers conclude that news about the 
evil deeds of other humans breaks down vital social 
bonds. "It teaches us that other people are not like 
us. This disruption of group ties, in turn, leads 
logically to various selfish, distrustful and an­ 
tisocial attitudes and behavior 
The Implications for the news media, as the 
authprs point out, are immense 
Should the media undertake the responsibility for 
preserving the fabric of society by downplaying bad 
news9 (Forget, for a moment, the basic economic 
fatt that horrifying headlines sell newspapers 1 Or 
should news editors strive to portray society as ac­ 
curately as they can — even though that portrait 
shows an increasing brutalization of human life and 
institutions9 
The questions raised by Holloway and Homstein 
are quite difficult. 
No one disputes the fact that over the last decade 
America’s cities have become places of fear and 
paranoia Contact» with strangers require impulses 
of bravery thev never did before And fantasies of 
cutting bonds - of fleeing society and seeking 
refuge in unsettled places — are widespread. 
• 
Still, history teaches us that ignorance of condi­ 
tions is often a prelude to slaughter And in a time 
of danger, silence is a treacherous consolation

China leader demoted- 


HONG KONG — In the name of 
Mao Tse-tung, his heirs have staged 
a posthumous coup d’etat against 
their departed leader. One China 
watcher calls it a Chinese-style 
“ military coup 
This is the startling ^inclusion that 
has emerged from the conflicting 
reports out of China The details are 
difficult to verify, and no outsider 
claims to have certain knowledge 
But experts, who specialize m in­ 
terpreting events in China, believe 
the late, revered Mao has been 
deposed even as he is being immor­ 
talized. 
According to their analysis, Mao 
alienated some o< his powerful as­ 
sociates jn 1966 when he touched off 
the Cultural Revolution This was a 
controlled rebellion against his own 
entrenched administration 
For old Mao was an incurable 
revolutionary who feared his ad­ 
m in istrato rs w ere losing their 
ideological purity and were develop­ 
ing into a new ruling class Rather 
than let the country slip back into the 
easy, bourgeois ways of the past, he 
unleashed the Red Guards. 
T h e y 
s w a r m e d 
o v e r 
t h e 
bureaucracy and literally dragged 
many administrators out of office 
They mobbed some of the most 
powerful figures in the country, 
ridiculing and humiliating tliem At 
all levels of the government, old 
leaders were deposed and replaced 
by younger party workers 
9 
Many veterans fought their*way 
back into power. Others were sur­ 
vived bv friends with long memories 
In the Chinese Way. they swallowed 
their humiliation but never forgot 
The experience left deep personal 
animosities. 
Then* is no doubt, say our sources, 
that the humiliated leaders harbored 
bitter resentment against Mao They 
a ho lived in constant apprehension 
over the unpredictable directives 
and personal disruptions that the old 
man. at his whim, could cause 
Hut the glorified Mao Tse-tung. the 
father of modern China, was far too 
formidable for them to oppose So 
thev directed their ire Instead 
against the ideologues who earned 
out his disruptive demands They 
particularly disliked his willful wife. 


Chiang Citing, who had been the 
queen of the Cultural Revolution. 
The division, therefore, deepened 
between the ideologues, who put 
revolutionary values ahead of 
n a t i o n a l 
p r o g r e s s , 
and 
the 
pragmatists, who wanted to build a 
powerful, modern socialist state 
Mao had a frustrating habit of tak­ 
ing both sides of an issue 
He 
deliberately wrote contradictory 
sentences in the same statement. He 
also liked* to shock his subordinates 
bv speaking out against a policy he 
had ord«*n*d himself This was part 
of the enigmatic. oracular image he 
sought to create, out sources say. 
Tlx* rival factions, therefore, could 
never be certain where he stood The 
available evidence strongly in 
dicales, however, that he remained 
an ideologue at heart. There is 
reason to believe that, through his 
wife, the aging, ailing Mao continued 
to try to rekindle the revolutionary 
spirit in China. 
The m o s t p o w e r f u l of the 
pragmatists, the late Chou En-lai. 
wanted to groom Teng Hsio-ping as 
Mao's succ«‘Ssor But Chiang Ching. 
apparently with Mao's blessing, suc­ 
ceeded in ousting Teng in 1974.

He was succeeded by Hua Kuo- 
feng, who was reported in the press 
to be a compromise selection But 
our sources say his appointment was 
definitely a victory for Madam 
Chiang and the ideologues. Hua 
turned against her, the sources 
believe, because he could see the 
power was on the side of the 
pragmatists as the feeble Mao began 
to slip 
Despite all the contrary state­ 
ments now blaring out of China, our 
sources are convinced that Mao sup 
ported his wife at the end. They 
believe a message from Mao. cir­ 
culated by Chiang Chmg among her 
supporters last summer, is genuine 
It is tn the form of a poem to his 
wife. . 
"You have been wronged," Mao 
declares. He laments: "Today we 
arc* separating into two worlds May 
each keep his peace 
These few 
words may be my last message to 
v o u ’’ He went on to warn that it 
might become necessary to return to 
partisan warfare to defeat the 
government 
The showdown came after Mao s 
death on September 9. The army, 
whose top command favors an order­ 
ly, responsible government, sided 
with the pragm atists 
On the night of October 6. the army 
arrested four leading ideologues and 
placed them in solitary confinement 
The defense minister, Yeh Chin-ying. 
represents the military in the new 
ruling councils. But our sources 
describe him as too ill to be effec­ 
tive. The real power, they say. is 
held bv Che n Hsi-lien. the com­ 
m ander of the Peking garrison 
Other top army officers also have a 
strong voice in thé new government. 
Meanwhile, the pragmatists who 
had been humiliated in the 1960s — 
citing a Chinese expression, "suan 
chang, " which means "settle the 
bill” - began to retaliate against 
th eir fo rm e r torm en tors. Our 
sources believe that most of the tur- 
m o il in t h e p r o v i n c e s w as 
precipitated by the revenge seekers. 
There is another Chinese expres­ 
sion that “ 10 years is not too long to 
wait for revenge."

ferently than a man. the fact that they are women 
shouldn’t influence their approach to issues 
Her stand on that verv point gives cause for a rousing 
cheer for Mrs. Carol Hallett, newly elected assemblyman 
from Atascadero 
Approached by her five distaff 
colleagues on the idea of forming a women’s caucus in the 
Assembly, she made it clear she wanted no part of such 
shenanigans.

Unlike so many women who become activists. Mrs. 
Hallett does not believe equality means that women 
should be treated differently or act separately from the 
men Neither does she importance attach much to titles^ 
"1 am not an Ms or an assemWvperson, * she said "1 
am Mrs. Hallett and a legislator. 1 don t care whether 
they call me assemblywoman or assemblyman " 
While that in itself is both refreshing and encouraging, 
her attitude on caucus groups was even more so She said 
she didn’t' think such groupings whether black, brown. 
Chicano. women or whatever, achieve much The im­ 
plication was that the state's problem's are everyone s 
and should be approached from the broad viewpoint 
rather than from a more narrow one limited by 
peripheral vision of sp«dal interest. One would hope that 
Mrs Hallett. a Republican, would extend that to political 
partisanship since the state doesn’t exist for the exclusive 
benefit of one party or the other Judging from her initial 
stance she would agree.

It can be pointed out that the most successful woman 
lawmaker in state history. Assemblyman Pauline Davis 
who just retired after 24 years in the Legislature, the 
longest ever served by any woman, wasn't a “ woman s 
libber ’ either She never associated with any women s 
caucus or feminine movement nor did she trade on her 
femininity as a lawmaker 
She prided herself as a legislator and she was as tough 
as any man and much stronger willed than many. She was 
fiercely independent and rejected any attem pts to in­ 
fluence her by governors or other political leaders She 
owed no loyalty, she said, to anyone excepting the people 
of her district. She demanded to be treated as a 
"legislator" not as a woman legislator. Because of that 
she says she never ran into “sexism" which she said is 
something you only find when you start expecting special 
treatment just because you are a woman. 
As tough as she was Pauline would never have been a 
match for Mrs Jeannette Daley of San Diego who served 
from 1937 to 1943 She acquired her hardness by owning 
and operating a large construction firm, a rough business 
even for a man She could drink and talk like a man. she 
even chewed tobacco. One never thought of her as a 
wt>man. only as another legislator Jeannette could stand 
and verbally slug it out with the best of them Effective is 
not an adequate description 
On one occasion she 
¡anglehandedly whipped the notorious lobbyist Artie

WASHINGTON - After Jan 20 
there will be no more dram atics by 
Henry Kissinger, no more vetoes "in 
the best interest of the cdbntry" and 
no more excuses for the Democratic 
party. 
For eight years the Democrats, 
who heki substantial majorities in 
both the House and Senate were 
burdened with the threat of, and ac 
tuul Implementation of presidential 
vetoes 
But. with each burden a blessing 
comes and for the past years those 
Democratic majorities could claim 
foot dragging and archaic policy by 
Republicans had been the problem 
With the economic, energy and 
foreign policy issues facing us today 
we. for the first time in eight years 
will have a d e a r idea of just how ef­ 
fective the Democratic policies can 
be 
Depending on your political per­ 
suasion this could be a time of op^ 


timism or of deep depression, 


While every hint would suggest 
that there wtU be movement of some

How about national health in­ 


surance? There is an outside chance, 
but only if the economy improves 
and the budget deficits slack off 
some 
The environmentalists in Congress 
should have more luck than in the 
past, with passage of the strip min­ 
ing bill which Ford vetoed twice 
almost a cinch 
And the clean air act amendments 
should manage to be passed this time 
also, but bevond that little is to be ex 
peeled There are those that think 
that is too much. 
Oil companies once threatened 
with divestiture can look forward to 
more of the same threats and there 
is a better than even chance some 
form of horizontal divestiture will be 
passed 
Government reorganization may 
move along, but as one Senate aide 
commented, it will be no more than 
"shuffling around the boxes ” 
There will be change over the next 
two years, but only gradually and 
that is probably good

Vitamin D is toxic and may ac­ 
tually poison the colt when given in doses only ten times 
above recommended levels The “ little is good so more is 
better” concept seldom applies, ami definitely not where 
potentially toxic substances are concerned. Any sup­ 
plementation given to the colt over recommended levels 
shouod be done only by the veterinarian, who will provide 
you with specific reasons and guidelines for higher levels 
used. 


DEAR DR M ILLER : What’s the best nail clipper0 I ’m 
just learning how to do this job, and I don't want to hurt 
my dog. — N.K. 
« 
DEAR N K : The ultimate safety system for keeping 
nails short is not a clipper at all, but a nail file. Step One, 
whatever is used, is to teach the dog to accept feet handl­ 
ing in general and the nails in particular. Next, when the 
file is used, have an expert trim the nails reasonably 
close, then the filing every few days will keep them that 
way safely Of the nail trimmers, the safest is the type 
looking vaguely like a pair of pliers with a llattened 
This one has a stop so the amount of nail that can be 
whacked off is limited. (It’s not foolproof, but it reduces 
your chances of cutting the nails too short.) The most ef­ 
fective type of nail trimmers are those using a sliding 
guillotine action. However, these shouldn’t be used 
without a lesson from an expert. It's all loo easy to cut too 
deeply — into the quick — when using this type. 


Make no bones about it. digging up 
dinosaurs is tough work. 
Why anyone would want to, we 
need not ask Why did that other 
scientist spend his sabbatical prov­ 
ing women didn't need to wiggle 
when they walked? Why did Oxford. 
Cambridge and the University of 
Sydney pool their best brains to 
prove water runs out of a bathtub 
clockwise (or counter-clockwise)? - 
Ask a silly question, you get a 
research project. 


So we dig up dinosaurs. Especially 
at Dinosaur National Monument in 
the semidesert and canyons of 
northern Utah and Colorado. In this 
region there are more skeletons than 
people. And many of the skeletons 
are better preserved. 


No one is quite sure why this area 
was chosen as a sort of Mesozoic 
Forest Lawn by the giant lizards, but 
they gathered there like bums 
around a free lunch. Unexplained 
chem ical changes occurred to 
petrify their bones, and there they lie 
today, mute testimony to — well, to 
bones. 


Dino's has chiseled out 300 partial 
skeletons and 20 mountable skeletons 
ranging from the size of a dog to (he 
giant 84-foot Diplodocus That’s like 
the Home Savings and Loan Building 
with teeth. 


Dinosaur means “ terrible lizard“ 
in Greek, which shows how much the 
Greeks knew about them. Terrible 
they were, but to call them lizards is 
to understate the case by about four 
tons. These giants roamed the earth, 
or at least northeast Utah, some 140 
m illion years ago. long before 
primitive man first appeared, which 
was lucky — for primitive man 
There would be a lot of petrified 
humans around the premises if 
they'd ever caught sight of the 20- 
foot-long Triceratops with his armor 
plate and long horns, or the 80-foot- 
long brontosaurus (Thunder Lizard) 
with a neck like the Loch Ness 
monster and a tail like his neck 


And a fat lot of good it is for scien­ 
tists to assure us that these monsters 
had tiny brains If you're built along 
the lines of a switch engine, you don't 
have to have a very high I Q. to get 


all the meat or plants you need to 
keep the old tum-tum full, right? 
Take that old stegosaurus, for ex­ 
ample — bigger than an elephant hut 
with a brain the size of a walnut. He 
had massive upright plates along his 
back from head to tail and long 
spikes on the end of his tail Sure, the 
other dinosaurs called him “ Stupid," 
but nobody tried to take his lunch 
awav from him. 
Then there's the tyrannosaurus 
which looked a lot like an iguana — if 
you've ever seen an iguana 45 feet 
tall with a mouth like a power 
shovel Whatever else you have to 
say about the caveman, he had sense 
enough not to appear on earth while 
these creatures were on the prowl. 
So here is missile-minded modern 
man peering light years into space 
and scrounging back 140 million 
wars into the Age of Dinosaurs 
Luverly irony, men digging an 
atomic missile site came across the 
skeleton of a dinosaur, an animal 
that became extinct because its 
brain was not large enough to meet 
the demands of its environment.

— I expect to install 
fiber board in an extra 
room I am finishing. Is it 
true that this type of board 
has so u nd-deadening 
qualities?

A. — Yes, fiber board ab­ 
sorbs sound While panels 
can be installed with butt 
joints, requiring the use of 
a filler in the seams, there 
are several types available 
which have special edges 
that need no special treat­ 
ment. Remember, too, 
that the panels can be ob­ 
tained with or without a 
finish.

Q — We want to put a 
metal fence around the 
front and sides of our 
house. Recently we saw a 
house with such a fence, 
but it also had some kind of 
hardboard run through the 
metal. It looked kind of at­ 
tractive and we would like 
to duplicate it but don't 
know how. Can you give us 
some help? 
A. — Is there some 
reason why you couldn't 
have asked the people who 
live in that house? In any 
case, it probably was what 
is called a woven wire 
fence, with strips of tem­ 
pered h ardboard run 
through the mesh 
The 
hardest part of the job is 
cutting the hardboard into 
pieces small enough to fit 
into the mesh. If you still 
don’t want to ask the 
owners of the property how 
they did it, the fence dealer 
can show you what to do — 
or do the job himself, at an 
extra fee. of course.

q _ We had our kitchen 
cabinets refinished with 
shellac some time ago by a 
neighborhood

We now find that 
several of the cabinet locks 
do not work properly and 
can only assume that some 
of the shellac has gotten 
into the mechanism. Is this 
likely and what can be done 
about it?

Denatured alcohol is the 
solvent for shellac Wipe 
the lock with alcohol, al­ 
lowing some of it to seep 
the kick.

CBers in Germany must operate 
under restrictions that would make 
most state-side CBers pull the plug 
For instance, single sideband and 
directional antennas are illegal 
there. Instead of paying one license 
fee for several radios ($4 for five 
years in the United States), CBers in 
Germany must pay a monthly 
license fee ranging from $2 to $7. 
Maximum power allowed for a base 
transmitter in Germany is one watt 
com pared with four watts in 
America, though German mobile un­ 
its can have up to five watts. The 
Germans have only 12 channels, 
compared to 40 here. 


And another nice touch is that the 
German government does not assign 
call letters — CBers are licensed by 
their handles. 


CBing was illegal in Germany until 
1974, and even then the government 
didn’t publicize the newly opened 
band When word did get out, though, 
CBs started popping up all over the 
country. German businesses, es­ 
pecially those around U.S. military 
bases, now sell CBs adapted to 
German technical standards.

Having the Super Bowl out here is 
fun 
But it can also be a super 
headache in covering the pre-game 
press and interview sessions at their 
various locations. 


While the game will be played in 
Pasadena's Hose Bowl, media 
headquarters is at a hotel in 
Inglewood out by Los Angeles Inter­ 
national Airport. 


The Vikings are quartered at the 
South Coast Plaza in Costa Mesa and 
practice in Long Beach. The Raiders 
are staying at the Newport Beach 
Marriott and practice in Irvine. 


The two teams meet the press in 
the morning and practice in the 
afternoon. It would have been much 
easier the other way around. 
Minnesota coach Bud Grant has an 
8.30 a m. breakfast session with the 
media. Oakland's John Madden 
follows with a “brunch'' at 10 a.m. at 
his hotel. 
Since Minnesota players are 
“available“ for interviews following 
G rant’s session and the same 
procedure is followed at the Raiders' 
hotel, the media is kept jumping 
(also cursing and swearing). 
You have your choice of table hop­ 
ping and getting a little bit from 
several players or spending your 
time with one and trying to get 
something a little more meaty. 
Driving 50 miles in the morning 
rush-hour freeway traffic in the rain 
to have breakfast with Bud Grant is 
not a thought that is likely to inspire 
anyone. 


Coaches talk freely 


That is not to say that Grant, or 
Madden either, is difficult. Both 
coaches freely answer all questions 
Grant has even taken to throwing out 
one liners to the poor, bleary-eyed 
wretches confronting him. 
Asked if the Vikings would prac­ 
tice outside since it was raining. 
Grant replied quickly, “ Hey, you 
don’t have to shovel this stuff. It just 
runs away.” This served as a general 
pacifier to all of us that had been 
griping about the weather It served 
as a reminder that things could be 
worse Much worse 
Back home we re out there (prac­ 
ticing) when its five above,” Grant 
continued “That’s what makes your

Bowl XI will be as much a territorial 
battle in the secondary as it is in the 
face-to-face pit of the scrimmage 
line. 
“When I'm out there, t feel that 
the field is mine," says Minnesota 
wide receiver Ahmad Rashad. 
“My job is a positive one. to catch 
a football. The other guy's is a 
negative one. to keep me from 
catching it." says Oakland wide 
receiver Cliff Branch. 
“When someone catches a pass in 
my area, it is an embarrassment to 
me And I do not like to be embarras­ 
sed." says Minnesota comerback 
Nate Wright. 
“If I can make the man I’m cover­ 
ing think about me for just an instant 
and break his concentration, half the 
battle is won," says Oakland safety 
George Atkinson 
It is. to understate the matter, go­ 
ing to be one heck of a battle out 
there on Sunday in the fly patterns, 
the crossing routes, the zone seams 
of Super Bowl XI. 
When the quarterbacks—Fran 


Tarkenton of the Vikings and Ken 
Stabler of (he Raiders— stop their 
“hut-hut" chatter at the line and the 
ball is snapped, the rampant in those 
far-away regions where receivers 
and defenders try to outguess, out- 
psyche and outrun each other begins. 
“Oh, yeah, there's an awful lot of 
talk goin' on out there,'* says 
Branch, an All-Pro wide receiver 
rated as Oakland's big-play man. 
“The defensive backs are trying to 
intimidate you, to get inside your 
head 
“If they can do that, they can 
make you louse up your route or 
break stride or miss a step or look 
his way or som ething 
I can 
remember hearing guys shouting 
things like. You better not turn your 
back on me or you’re gonna get hurt, 
or ‘Here I come, baby!"’ 
Fortunately for Branch, he has 
roomed for the past several years 
with Atkinson, the master of in­ 
timidation, and has learned the art of 
the counterattack. 
“The best thing you can do. except 
m aybe for ignoring the guy 
alltogether, is to give it back to him, 


to try to get inside his head and mess 
him up," Branch says. 
“For example, if a guy’s been giv­ 
ing it to me about how he s gonna get 
to me, I might yell back, ’Don’t you 
blink, man. or I'm by you. I’m in the 
end zone. I'm gone. " 
Atkinson is nothing like the cut­ 
throat. the intense, angry man he is 
pictured as being He may seem to 
have that killer instinct on the field— 
“ l e t ’s 
ju s t 
say 
I ’m 
v ery 
aggressive"— but off it he is extraor­ 
dinarily easygoing. He has an infec­ 
tious laugh and a perpetual twinkle 
in eyes sitting behind violet-colored 
glasses. “I'm a very compassionate 
fellow " 
And what is it that Atkinson says to 
the enemy receivers which has them 
quaking in their sneakers and sneak­ 
ing looks behind them as they charge 
onto his turf? 
“Oh. I ask them about the best dis­ 
cos in town." he laughs. 
He says he can look into a man s 
eyes at the start of the game, 
sometimes even before the start, and 
get an indication whether intimida­ 
tion will work. 


“If I think it will, I start talkin’ to 
him right away," Atkinson says. And 
if it doesn’t seem to be working? 
“Then I'll keep talkin’ to him—but 
up real close." 


He said he has been intimidated 
only once in his nine-year career, in 
his rookie season against the New 
York Jets. “ Don Maynard caught 
eight or nine passes off me in that 
game," Atkinson recalled. “That is 
the ultimate intimidation." 
Does Atkinson think Rashad can be 
psyched? “ If he can be, I've never 
noticed it. Remember that Monday 
night game a couple of years ago 
when he was with Buffalo? He 
caught two touchdowns off me No. I 
guess he can't be too intimidated." 
Rashad doesn't sound like the type 
to give ground just because the other 
guy’s talking up a storm. “Atkinson 
is a good friend of mine," says the 
Vikings’ pass catcher “I know him 
off the field. He plays a rough style. 
But let’s face it. Football is rough. 
You can’t let it get to you. I look 
forward to a nice, rough, tough 
game." 


Sammy White, the Vikings’ other 
star wide receiver, looks forward to 
“a pretty good day if I’m able to go 
one-on-one with anybody. I’m not 
worried about any of their guys giv­ 
ing me a cheap shot We can’t worry 
about these things.” 


Safety Jack Tatum, like Atkinson 
the wearer of a “ Hatchet Man label 
in the Oakland secondary, will be 
covering White at least part of the 
time He already displays respect for 
the Vikings' sensational rookie. 
“ He sure doesn’t play like a 
rookie,” Tatum said. “ He seems to 
be able to catch just about anything 
that's thrown at him.” 


Oakland's No. 1 receiver this year 
was tight end Dave Casper. He 
doesn’t seem to be part of the high- 
powered talking crew. 
“Naw, I don’t listen to them. I 
don’t talk back to them. I just go out 
there and try to catch passes off 
them,” he says 
“The only other 
thing I might do out there, when 
they re chattering away, is maybe 
laugh at them ..at what they’re say­ 
ing, that is."

Pac-8 move 
TEMPE. Am. (AP) - Arizona 
State University and the University 
of Arizona formally accepted an in­ 
vitation to join the Pacific Eight 
Conference, but immediately ran 
into a stumbling block from the other 
six Western Athletic Conference 
schools 
Arizona and Arizona State of­ 
ficials announced Thursday the 
schools would officially join the Pac- 
8 on July 1, 1978, giving up their 
membership in the Western Athletic 
Conference a day earlier. 
But the presidents of the other six 
WAC schools, meeting Wednesday in 
Denver, issued a statement they in­ 
tended to hold the Arizona schools to 
the WAC schedule, which is five 
years in football and shorter in other 
sports.

Schaus exclaimed. "It was a real 
juicy win for us, especially when we 
think of the way they rubbed it in two 
years ago."

HALLANDALE. Fla. (A PI - It 
may be only a bite-size snapper or 
maybe a’ 800-pound tuna But if it is a 
prize ocean catch of a tourist 
fisherman, it may be worth the 
hundreds of dollars to stuff it for dis­ 
play. 
More than seven million salt water 
fishermen visit Florida's sunny 
shores each year. And the demand to 
preserve prize catches of marlin, 


s h a r k , sailfish and bluefin tuna is so 
great that marine taxidermy has 
grown to be a multi-million dollar in­ 
dustry 
When a vacationing fisherman 
leaves his treasured 800-pound tuna 
or even five-inch snapper, it is a 


slimey, dripping carcass, probably 
suspended from a hook at a marina. 
The next he sees it, some two-to-six 
months and a few hundred dollars 
later, the fish is brightly painted and 
firm, ready to hang above a fireplace 
or office desk. 
A sting ray with a six-foot wing 
span might cost almost $400 to 
mount. A 12-foot marlin goes for 
more than $900 at one local taxider­ 
mist. And a one-tolO inch snapper 
can be processed for less than $100. 
The three or four major marine 
taxidermists in the state make their 
money by turning out a product as 
similar to the real thing as possible. 
But most fish mounts utilize no more 


than the thin skin from the live fish 
Other mounts do not even use the 
skin but rely on fiberglass. 


At one major taxidermist, who has 
5,000 to 7.000 fish in different stages 
of processing each day, a fish starts 
its journey on a skinning room floor, 
blood dripping from gaping mouth. 


The hollow-skin process of tax­ 
idermy has no use for the insides of 
the fish, so just the paper-thin skin is 
preserved through a chemical curing 
procedure The curing, to dry up the 
skin oils, takes from two days to two 
weeks, with oilv-skinned tarpin tak­ 
ing even longer.

Fans get in half time show 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
The National Football 
League shrugged off scores 
of “ kooky” suggestions 
and decided to let Mickey 
Mouse, brotherhood and 
104,000 spectators reign at 
halftime in Sunday’s Super 
Bowl. 
"In the past we have shot 
cannons, staged mock 
wars and hoisted giant gas- 
filled balloons,” 
Bob 
Cochran, the NFL's broad­ 
cast coordinator, said Mon­ 
day. "This one will be a 
folksy show, produced by 
Walt Disney Productions, 
and everybody will get into 
the act.” 
Super Bowl XI matches 
the Minnesota Vikings and 
the Oakland Raiders but. if 
tradition prevails, the foot- 
ball 
g a m e 
may 
be 
overshadowed by halftime 
ceremonies. 
For the first time, every 
ticket holder—there will be 
104,000 of them in the Rose 
Bowl—will have a part in 
the show. 
"Midway of the second 
period, 90 Eagle scouts will 
pass through the stadium, 
handing out cards of four 
colors,” Cochran said. 
"Pom-pom girls will stand 
in front of each of the 26 
sections, 
choreographing 
the card colors.” 
Television viewers will 
benefit most from the 
spectacular. A television 
camera in the Goodyear 
blimp overhead will catch 
a sea of moving, dancing 
colors changing from one 
configuration to another. 
“ The s c e n e , ’’ said 
Cochran, "will be a gigan­ 
tic kaleidescope—a non­ 
stop, 
12-minute spec­ 
tacular.” 
T he g a m e will be 
televised nationally by 
NBC. 
The halftime show will 
be embellished by 600 Los 
Angeles school kids, going 
through maneuvers on the 
Infield: 
A 250-piece 
marching band with vocal 
support from Disneyland’s 
Kids of the Kingdom and 
the march of the Mickey 
Mousketeers. 
The theme will be based 
on the “ It's a Small 


World” at t ra c ti on at 
Disneyland and Walt 
Disney World, with such 
musical numbers as "It's a 
Big. Wide Wonderful 
World,” “ Una Paloma 
Blanca” and “ Broth­ 
erhood of Man.”

will

precedented,” Cochran 
said, "and it will all be on 
the ground.” 
The 
N FL 
o f f i c i a l 
acknowledged that some 
previous ha If time under­ 
takings had been overly 
ambitious and not without 
some unnerving con­ 
sequences, such as the 


notorious foulup in Super 
Bowl IV at New Orleans in 
1970. 
There, the presentation 
got off to a shaky start 
when one of the flame- 
powered “ Around the 
World in 80 D a y s ’’ 
balloons, with a horned 
Viking in the basket, was 
caught in a gust of wind 
and slammed into the 
stands. No one was in­ 
jured. 
Also, Pat O’Brien sang 
the national anthem a beat 
ahead of the band, A1 Hirt 
and Ella Fitzgerald never 
got in tune. A $50,000 float 


of a Mississippi River boat 
never got through the por­ 
tals. And in a re-creation of 
the Battle of New Orleans, 
British red coats wiped out 
Andrew Jackson and his 
Tennessee Sharpshooters. 
“We’ve had all sorts of 
offers this year,” Cochran 
said. "One man wanted to 
jettison into the stadium 
with the coin for the teams 
to flip. Another wahted to 
fly from atop a Los 
Angeles building with self- 
made wings. We had all 
s o r t s of kooky s u g ­ 
gestions. We feel safe with 
Disney.”

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Sudden death

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Super Bowl XI is at hand 
and never before have so 
many done so much to br­ 
ing it into living rooms 
across the country and, in­ 
deed, across the world. 
Both NBC and CBS 
covered the first Super 
Bowl in 1967 and they have 
alternated even since. 
Every year one network 
wrestles with the myriad 
problems of televising the 
gam e while the other 
gnashes its teeth in envy. 
Each year the production 
becomes more complex, 
more people get involved, 
more technical hardware 
is employed and, of course, 
the cost goes up. 
NBC will handle Super 
Bowl XI and the network 


has been gearing up for 
months. 
“ We have brought 
together the best produc­ 
tion talent available to us,” 
says Chet Simmons, the 
network’s vice president of 
sports operations and the 
man who has supervised 
NBC's five previous Super 
Bowl presentations. 
“ Now all we need is a 
good game What makes a 
great Super Bowl is a great 
g a m e . It b e c o m e s a 
challenge to all of us to 
give the game the kind of 
presentation it deserves ” 
Toward that end, NBC 
has gathered its forces in 
Pasadena, Calif., and 
equipped them with all 
manner of electronic gear. 
There will be a total of 20 


cameras, 14 of them for the 
game itself, as compared 
with the four or five used 
for régula r-season games 
These include three hand­ 
held ” minicams ”, one in a 
blimp and another in 
NBC’s “ telecopter” . 
There will be seven slow- 
motion replay disks, five 
videotape machines for 
replays, two “ vidifonts" to 
provide statistical charts 
and two slide projectors 
that can flash still pic­ 
tures of participants on the 
screen 
There will be three miles 
of camera cable, 3‘-a miles 
ot audio cable, approx­ 
imately 100 monitors in 
and around the Rose Bowl 
and some 65 microphones 
through which technicians

can communicate with 
each other. 
In all, NBC will use 
about $5 million worth of 
gear A crew of 180 persons 
will try to put the right 
plugs into the right sockets 
at the right time It’s a 
costly operation as adver­ 
tisers have already dis­ 
covered. Co mm e r i c a l 
time, sold out long in ad­ 
vance, went for a record 
$250,000 per minute, up 
about $25,000 from last 
year. 
The point of all this is to 
bring the game into as 
many homes as possible 
and

projecting an audience of 
75 million viewers, which 
would be a Super Bowl 
r e c o r d for a s i n g l e 
network CBS’ coverage of
